although its present five-year set­ 
up does not expire until 1956. 
Frick explained that all player 
representatives responded but it | 
w as not until 15 m inutes before the 
proposed m eeting yesterday m orn­ 
ing that Ralph Riner and Alite 
Reynolds, 
player

in 
their respective leagues, called on 
him to perm it Lewis to be present. 
“ I told them that was not pos­ 
sible,” Frick said. 


Withdraw Invitation 
Frick said he felt he had the 
right to sum m on anyone he w ant­ 
ed—player or club official—in the 
interests of baseball, without any 
outsider present.

Conceived in 1947 and ex­ 
panded in 1952 with the addition 
of an annual million-dollar allot­ 
m ent from World Series and All- 
Star Gam e receipts, it m w pro­ 
vides a fund th a t assures an in­ 
com e of $100 a m onth to 10-year 
players on retiring at the age of 
50 on down to $50 a m onth for 
five-year men. 


Frick explained that the players 
dem anded their pension paym ents 
be increased from $50 to $80 for 
five-year m en and from $100 to 
$150 for 10-year m en. At. the sam e 
tim e, the players wanted to reduce 
the 50-year age eligibility to 45 
while paying sm aller prem uum s. 
He explained that would boost the 
cost to an addition I 1* million dol­ 
lars annually over the next five 
years. 


C urrently the players pay around 
$100,000 a year to the pension fund 
while each club pays about $125,000 
a year plus the difference needed

generals and admirals called today I 
for a military pay boost and other 
actions to halt what they termed 
ar. alarming deterioration in the 
career military service. 
“Military service has lost much 
of its attractiveness as a career.” 
said a study committee named by 
Secretary of Defense Wilson last j 
■spring at the direction of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. 
“Unless the present trend of ca­ 
reer personnel leaving the service 
can be reversed, most serious con­ 
sequences to the national defense , 
effort will result.” 
Asst. Secretary of Defense John 
Hannah, in malting public the re­ 
port of the five-man committee, 
said it would receive careful at­ 
tention from the military services, 
the Defense Department and the 
Joint Ch.efs of Staff. Hannah add­ 
ed that release of the report im­ 
plied neither its approval nor ac­ 
ceptance in every respect. 
Ak* further Study 
An earlier report submitted by 
!' e group, headed by Rear Adm. 
J. P Womble Jr.. was turned back 
by Hannah for further study and 
rewriting. The report as issued to­ 
day, moreover, omitted the com­ 
mittee's 
specific 
allocation 
o f 
blame far many of the weaknesses 
the group found in the current 
military morale situation. 
It is understood that the report 
as completed by the group 1-sted 
the public, the press, Congress and 
the President's own Bureau of the 
Budget as being among sources 
of the diff.cult.es it concluded ex­ 
ist. 
Among It* conclusions and rec­ 
ommendation.-. the committee of 
two admirals and three generals 
said: 
“Coat-Of-Llvinf* 
Boost 
1. There is a “positive danger’ 
’that budget cutting con* derations 
m.ght be permitted to “transcend' 
the attainment of combat effective­ 
ness which •‘must be achieved at 
whatever cost ” 
2. The D e f e n s e Department 
should press for a cost-of-living in­ 
crease in military pay scales as 
a major means of holding good 
men in competition with private 
industry. A committee aide told 
reporter*, in reply to questions, 
that the group had in mind an 
increase amounting lo about 8 per 
cent. 
3. Service leaders must accept 
blame for yielding to popular and 
“political 
pressure” 
n . adopting 
after World War I! policie 
which 
served to diminish the distinction 
between ranks and to force offi­ 
cers and enlisted men into a “com­ 
mon social pattern.” 
Restore Benefit* 
4 There should be prompt res­ 
toration of fringe benefits and an 
end to what the report called whit­ 
tling away of extras which mili­ 
tary men have traditionally consid­ 
ered to be part of their income 
On this point the report stated 
that “pressure groups of business 
interests have emasculated many 
of these benefits ” and that the 
benefits have been the “continuous 
targets of congressional economy 
attacks ” 
The 
report 
concluded 
that fringe benefit* must be fully 


restored, declared by law to be a 
part of service pay, and in some 
ca.-es increased. 
Among these benefits tile com­ 
mittee listed incentive and haz­ 
ardous duty pay, sea and foreign 
duty pay, medical and dental care 
for dependents, better and cheaper 
housing and more provision for the 
education of service children.

Admiral Radford Says War 
Threat Has Not Diminished 


WEST POINT, 
N Y. ti* -Adm. 
Arthur Radford, chairm an of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, said Wednes­ 
day ’’the threat of war has not 
diminished.” 
The truce in Korea, he continued 
“is not a peace.” And he noted 
British Prim e Minister Sir Winston 
Churchill’s observation that “tile 
sense of crisis In our world rela­ 
tions is less than it was two years 
ago,” but remarked: 
"Unfortunately there has been 
no reduction in the truly vast mili­ 
tant force with which the Soviet 
Union continues to threaten the 
free world.” 
"Step-Up" Required 
Radford said, in an address pre­ 
pared for a conference of U.S. I 
Military Academy students, that 


Soviet possession of nuclear weap 
orts “ requires every nation to step 
up Its plans for defense.” 
He reviewed the Russian atomic 
record, culminating with a “ther­ 
monuclear 
reaction” 
(hydrogen 
explosion) 
last 
August 
and de­ 
clared that “ a small group of men 
in the Kremlin” can decide se­ 
cretly and suddenly to start a shoot­ 
ing war. 
Radford, In his first pubUc ad­ 
dress since becoming head of the 
top 
military 
group 
emphasized 
what he presented as the need for 
alliances to discourage the Rus­ 
sians from resorting to open at­ 
tack. He said: 
“ Without allies, the United States 
would not have real security. Ours

Longest Strike Has Ended 


All Peaceful In 
Downey s Pub 


By MICHAEL ROONEY 
DUN *.AOGHAIRE, Ireland !#— 
It was all peaceful in front of Jim 
Downey's pub on upper Georges 
street today—yet somehow it was 
not the same. 
The world’* longest strike offi­ 
cially ended. 
Missing—and missed, too—were 
the pickets who have paraded in 
front of the saloon for nearly 15 
years. 
Inside At Bar Now 
They were inside at the bar 
knocking back a few’. 
Among the sentimental Irish In 
this little hamlet outside Dublin 
the 
truce 
touched 
deeply—and 
more than one regular customer 
wondered aloud what ’ Old Jim 
Downey, the late owner, would 
have thought. 
The settlement of the dispute— 
not of money but principle—was 
reached between Pat Neville, who 
bought the pub when Downey died, 
and the National Union of Vint­ 
ners. Grocers and Allied Trades 
Assistants Union. 
Began In 1939 
The strike began in March, 1939, 
when Old Jim fired a union bar­ 
tender. 
The union called out all the 
other bartender* and set up a 
picket line. 
This only made Old Jim more 
ftubbom. 
He hired pretty non-union bar­ 
maids 
instead — and 
business 
seeped to prosper. 
Pickets Paced On 
Old Jim and the union aettled 
down for a long siege. 
Over the days, months and years 
the 
pickets 
carrying 
placards 
paced the sidewalk in front of the 
saloon—through World War II and 
into the atomic age. 
They became a tradition—a vir­ 
tual landmark—in Dun Laoghaire. 
Thousands of tourists went out of 
their way to get a look. 
Old Jim bore no bitterness. And 


the pickets—paid by the union- 
held no hard feelings toward him 
personally. 
First With Sympathy 
Come a holiday—or any duly 
festive occasion—Old Jim always 
invited the strikers in for a drink 
But good trade unionists that they 
were, the pickers always refused 
to go inside the pub. How’ever. 
they were not beyond accepting a 
pint of beer even as they marched 
outside 
carrying 
their 
placards 
protesting Old Jim was unfair to 
organized labor. 
Val Murphy, who had picketed 
the place since the strike began, 
was the first to offer condolences 
to Downey’s widow' when Old Jim 
died last May at the age of 79 
Jim ’s widow' carried on for a 
while—standing just as firm as 
her husband. 
Made Peace With Union 
As she explained: 
"The bar­ 
maids 
make better than union 
wages and besides the strike does 
business no harm at all. Many’s 
the person comes here to have a 
look at our famous pickets and 
stays for a drink." 
The new owner, Neville, finally 
made peace with the union on 
formally taking over the saloon 
last night. 
Business still was brisk. 
There was singing and drinking 
to mark the end of the strike. 
And the guests were the pickets 
themselves—this time inside the 
saloon.
